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BALLOT IS HIMSELF AGAIN 



GREAT SON OF VOTER SETS REMARKABLE 
PACE IN WINNING ADVANCE. 



Under Restraint He Runs Close to American Record 
for Mile and Five-Sixteenths Made by Himself 
in Winning Same Stake in 1908. 



New York, June 27. — James R. Keene’s Ballot to- 
day made atonement for his defeat in the Suhurbau 
l>\ easily \\ inning tiie Advance from S. (’. Hildreth’,** 
King James. It was a truly-run race from start to 
finish and no douht was left of the superiority of 
the Voter five-year-old over the son of Plaudit. 
Ballot was ridden t»y Joe Not ter. who was making; 
his first nj»|»cnrnnce in the saddle since his accident 
while riding Sliannon during the Belmont Park 
meeting. and Shilling had tin* leg up on King James. 
Tli«* others carded declined the issue and it resolved 
itself into a match raw*. Ballot took the lead at 
tlu* start and was never headed, rating along two 
lengths in front of King James all the way. Though 
both were under restraint to the head of the stretch 
Ballot ran the first mile in 1 ::!7 *. King James was 
hard driven all through the stretch hut <**Hiid not 
out down the lead of the winner. It was the second 
success for Ballot in the Advance*, Ik* having ls*en 
fit st in liMts. when In* hung out the record of 2:09?. 
for a mile and five-sixteenths. 

Next in racing importance was the mile handicap 
that went to Sir John Johnson, which made all tin* 
pace to nose out Nimhus. In this race Kestigouclic 
was unlucky at tin* start and ran a winning race to 
save third money. King's Daughter, heavily hacked, 
failed to cut any figure and Candlehcrry, the Wilson 
starter, was practicaly left at the post. Aunt Jule 
was an easy winner of the steeplechase for selling 
platers. The P«*or had no trouble in heating sqpie 
cheap ones over the mile and a half turf course, 
while Cohort and War Jig were other winners.

CLERGYMAN IN PRAISE OF RACING. 



English Ecclesiastic Declares That the Sport De- 
serves to Be Encouraged. 



Comment* of the English pr«*ss on the determina- 
tion of King George V. to continue the late King 
Edward’* patronage of racing are interesting. The 
l>»udoii Times of June 14» says: 

"Opening a bazaar yesteniay at Barnet Father 
Bernard Vaughan referred to tin* Ascot meeting. 
The twenty-eight races included only live handi- 
caps and not a single selling race. Far more people 
to ut to Ascot to set* tin* human races Ilian tin* 
horse races. They went there to show their own 
paces and fact**. Personally lie was in favor of all 
f|*»rt. not excluding races. Everything that made 
for nalional character ought to 1 m* supported and 
encouraged hy Englishmen. Ho had liocn blamed by 
sonic Nonconformists for having expressed the hope 
that their sailor king would keep up his late majesty’s 
racing stud and would, when circumstances allowed 
it. lend the encouragement of liis presence at our 
great national s|s»rt. Since lie had s|M»kcn it had 
transpired, much to the gratification of English 
]o\cr* of sport, that his majesty had taken over 
the late king's racing stable and stud. Surely all 
who were interested in the upkeep of English -bred 
liorscs ought to feel indebted to tleorge V. for the 
interest he was showing in what was so intimately 
the livcliliottd of quite an important section of tin* 
('ouimunitv. For not only were they concerned atiotit 
the stamina and strength of the mo* horse, which 
could only Im* tested on the course, Imt they were 
still more interested in tin* stable men and stable 
l#o,\ s. whose occupation would In* gone if these racing 
stMld«*s and breeding grounds were closed. Besides, 
if the s|M»rt was sliorn of royal support, it might 
very easily deteriorate not only in tin* quality of the 
breeds of their horses but in the quality of the s|»ort 
itself. Racing might degenerate into a mere pas- 
time ft* the brethren of tin* betting ring. 

"Every true Englishman had a trend of tin* sports- 
man in iiis character, and when it was developed on 
legitimate lines it liclinal him to realize himself 
and gave him that indescribable something in his 
deportment and character which made for English 
manliness. There were dangers, no douht. attend 
ing the pastime of racing, as then* were in playing 
croquet, hut Englishmen should learn to lM*comc tin* 
architects and not the mere creatures of circum- 
stance. They hail to learn how to train their lM*t- 
ting instim-ts in the same way as they trained their 
lioises ri«ling them under control.” 

Tin* Pall Mall Gazette treats the matter tlinsly: 
"The announcement that his majesty intends to 
continue the hr«*ediug and racing studs bequeathed 
to him by King Edward VII. will 1m* welcomed 
« very where but in the ranks of a narrow and mis 
guided school of censors. Racing is a natural and 
healthy sport, and one that is indispensable, more- 
over. to any country that wishes to maintain its 
bre«*d of horseflesh at a high level. It has its moral 
dangers, just like tea parties or cocoa journalism, 
^ind tlo-y have to Is* resist«*d In* the same instincts 
which have to co|m* with tin* omnipresent evils of 
life. But the surest means of letting the worst ele- 
ments obtain supremacy in any Institution is for 
reputable |M*ople to separate themselves from it in 
an altitude of self-righteousness: the most certain 
method of upholding its eharaeter is for tlic leaders 
of society to Interest themselves in its affairs and 
ret th** standard of a high example. His majesty's 
patronage of the turf will la* an immeasurable 1 h»oii 
to the purity of racing and an encouragement to tin* 
la*st ty|M*s of s|»ortstitanship in all other directions." 

The Iamdon Blots* says: "Popular as the king’s 

decision is. no surprise can Is* felt. Like all sailors 
Ills majesty is a true s(s»rtsman. . There is. 

however, no s|s*rt to which his majesty's |M*rsonal 
participation will mean so inm-h as that of racing, 
mid it must l*o romeinlicrcd that racing is something 
non* than a sj*ort. On the interest which it arouses 
we de|M*nd for tin* iipk«*ep of our hr«*ed of horses. 
Characteristically enough the state leaves this im- 
]M»rtaiit matter to private enterprise and the cocoa 
magnates abuse the racing men for performing a 
public service. The decision of the king to maintain 
a connection with the turf is another example of liis 
majesty’s desire to k«*ep in touch with national life.”

BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR YONKERS MEETING. 



Something of the Reasons That Impelled Transfer 
of Biighton Dates to Empire City. 



New York, June 27. — The arrangement by which 
tlie Brighton Beach dates have Im*cii transferred to 
the Empire City Racing Association's track in Yon- 
kers. wuerc the horsemen will have twenty-six con- 
secutive days of s|H»rt -prior to the opening of the 
Saratoga meeting, is a source of general satisfaction 
among race-goers. W. A. Eiigenian. president of 
the Brighton Beach Racing Association, will be 
financially interested in the meeting to 1 m* held under 
James Butler's auspices in Westchester. Last March, 
tour of tin* Jockey Club’s tracks pooled interests to 
keep racing alive and for mutucl protection. Empire 
City. Brighton. Aqueduct and Jamaica are in this 
business-like combination. When, the season opened 
• Mi April 15 at Aqueduct with a twelve-days meet- 
ing. it was possible under this pooling of interests, 
to transfer the Jamaica meeting to that race course, 
so that twenty-four consecutive days were used at 
p. J. Dwyer’s track. Then followed tin* usual meet- 
ings at Belmont Park. Gravesend and Sheeps head 
Bay. "the big tracks.” hnt with tin* Coney Island 
Jockey Club's session comes the end of racing in 
Kings* County. 

The Brighton Beach management arranged a dozen 
or more stakes f>r the fourteen days alhfttcd hy tin* 
Jockey Club’s stewards, but under the existing con- 
ditions the pooled interests reached the conclusion 
that a sliift to Yonkers would Is* advisable. The 
Brighton track is partially dismantled and would 
have to undergo extensive repairs, including the 
construction of new stables, to conduct a running 
meeting on tin* proper scale. Fourteen days did not 
amount to much under these conditions at tin* Beach, 
while twelve days at Yonkers looked even less invit- 
ing. It was lM*liev«*d that with only two days at 
Yonkers horsemen could not he induced to ship their 
stables there, either from the west or from Long 
Island, whereas the polled interests are positive that 
twenty-six days at Empire City with the Brighton 
stakes taken over will prove* a magnet of unusual 
I Mover. So, with tin* consent of the Jockey Club. 
Empire City has taken over the Brighton dates and 
will race from July 5 to August 3. inclusive. Then 
will 4<omc twenty -one days at Saratoga, after which 
nobody at present seems to know exactly what will 
happen. 

There is no douht. horsemen say. that n long 
meeting at Empire City will pnove remarkably suc- 
cessful. There is plenty of stalde room, as General 
Manager Winn has made extensive additions in this 
respect . The track, a mile in circumference, is one 
of the fastest in this country, and the facilities 
for training horses are up to date. President Butler 
of the Empire City Racing Association recently 
purchased for $40.4100 the plot of ground extending 
from the clubhouse to the corner of Jerome ami 
Yonkers avenues and lias transformed it into a 
lieautifnl paddock, with many shade trees and ample 
room for the saddling and exercising of tin* racers. 
This improvement will make the Empire City track 
oik* of tin* most attractive on the circuit. 

Tin* transit facilities have lM*en improved since 
last summer, and with a list of more than twenty 
well-tilled stakes tin* public will doubtless he on 
hand every day in large numbers. Westchester was 
always devoted to the* race horse with Jcroiue Park 
and Morris Park in existence, so that when these 
fan nuts courses were razed and Belmont and Empire 
City supplanted them, the interest in tin* thorough- 
bred did not die out. There are hundreds of follow- 
ers of racing in Westchester who never visit the 
iKing Island traeks and who welcome the annual 
mooting at Empire City with o|m*ii arms. It was 
with a feeling of disappointment therefore that the 
announcement of a twelve-days session at Yonkers 
was received Inst March, lint now that twenty-six 
days of sport will 1 m* provided the old enthusiasm 
will be kindled. 

President Butler and Manager Winn have won the 
loyal sup|M»rt of the horsemen hy making this move. 
They will provide continuous racing with liberal 
stakes and purses and will he satisfied to break ev**n 
financially. From the day that the Hart-Agncw law 
against Imokmaking was passed in 1908. Messrs. 
Butler and Winn have fought tooth and nail to keep 
Empire City on the map. With this track a partner 
in a powerful combination, therefore, racing has 
1 m*cii made jMissilde not onlv for the present season, 
hut also in future years. When Empire City winds 
up imi August 3. it will he an easy matter to ship 
horses from Yonkers to Saratoga. 



BRADLEY STABLE TO GO EAST. 



New York. June 27. — Edward R. Bradley has or- 
dered Ids western stable this way. Clifford Ilanimon 
will start east from iLutonia with tin* horses next 
Sunday. When he arrives in the east trainer I lain

W. K. Vanderbilt 1 * Reinhart Runs Second to Nu&ge 
in the World’s Richest Race. 



Paris June 27. — The race for the Grand Prix de 
Paris of at one mile and seven -eighths, run 

at Bois de Boulogne yesterday, was won by Mine. 
N. (J. CUeremeteff’s hay colt Nuage, by Simouian — 
N’eplite. W. K. Vanderbilt’s black colt Reinhart, a 
Illinois II. — Keinette, was second and beaten a 
length, and 4. A. de Rothschild's chestnut colt Bron 
si no, hy Marco — Flitters, was third. Jockey Childs 
rode the winner. F. O’Neill rode for Vanderbilt and 
Fox was <m Bronzino. There were seventeen starters. 

The Grand Prix this year will Ik? memorable as 
lieing the first time it lias liecu won hy a woman. 
Numerous English patrons of racing who were pres- 
ent were much disappointed to see the favorite Eng- 
lish horse, Lemberg, winner of the Derby at Epsom, 
run without being placed. W. K. Vanderbilt’s Rein- 
hart would likely have won the race had the distance 
been longer. 

Mine. Cbercmeteff’s triumph was greeted enthusi- 
astically. The Ik* 1 1 lug was the heaviest on the 
Vanderbilt entry, which was given at X to 1. The 
total of the pari-mutuels was $410.04NI, or $35,000 
more than last year. Mme. Cher erne teff is the 
daughter of the wealthiest Russian tea merchant. 
M. Kousnetzoff. and is the wife of a Russian rail 
way official. Although the weather was inauspicious, 
the attendance was large, Euglish and Americans 
forming a goodly pro|H>rtion. The king and queen 
of Bulgaria were present. President Faliieres ar- 
rived in time to see the great event of the day. 

W. K. Vanderbilt had success at Bois de Boulogne 
Saturday with two winners and a second horse. His 
Ramesseum won the Prix de la Porte Maillot of 
$1,900 and his Oversight won the Prix de Seine et 
Marne of $4.04M». Mr. Vanderbilt’s Messidor III. 
came in second in tlie Prix de Courhcvoie. Frank 
O’Neill, tlie American jockey, was up on both of 
the Vanderbilt winners. 

The Grand Prix de L’Elevage of $141,000, distance 
two miles, six and one-half furlongs, was run at 
Autciiil today and was warn by Eugene Fischof’s 
Piggott. 

SANFORD STRING REACHES SARATOGA. 



New York. June 27. — General Stephen Sanford’s 
stable, consisting of twenty-seven horses of various 
ages, has arrived at Saratoga. The Hurricaua horses 
will immediately begin work for the August races. 
They were walked the twenty miles from Hurricaua 
Farm near Amsterdam to Saratoga according to cus- 
tom, and they made tin* trip without accident. They 
are at Saratoga this year earlier than usual. The 
up-state sportsman does not race hereabouts in 
spring and early summer and in* is determined this 
year that liis two-year-olds shall have ail oppor- 
tunity to train over the course on which they will 
race. The two-year-ohls will need a lot of hard 
work at Saratoga, for they will m<*et in August 
youngsters seasoned liy racing at Gravesend, Sheeps - 
head Bay and Empire City. 

General Sanford believes that he has this year 
the smartest Imnch of two-year-olds ever sent out 
from Hurricann. Most of them are sons and daugh- 
ters of the tried Hurricaua stallions, llocktnn. 
Chuctanmula. Isidor and Clifford. But stout old 
Canghnawaga, winner of a Saratoga Handicap, a 
Saratoga Cup and a Twin City Handicap, is repre- 
sented among them. 4 hie of Canghnawaga’s most 
promising colts is Mason, wlmsc dam is White 
Frost. Another is Van Zee. (lain Garoga. Caugh- 
nawaga has a good-looking filly in trainer Albright’s 
charge in Molly Ho, a daughter of Ballyroe.
